GREENWICH will be the first 
London borough to receive the 
Olympic Torch when it arrives in 
London next July. 

It will visit the Prime Meridian Line 
in Greenwich on July 21 as it starts its 
tour of the capital - the last leg of its 
relay journey around the UK. 

It means residents will be able to 
welcome the Olympic Flame and share 
in the excitement the relay will bring, 
as well as celebrate the achievements 
of the Torchbearers. 

It’s a further highlight to a spectacular 
year for the borough, which becomes 
the Royal Borough of Greenwich on 
January 3. 

Greenwich is the largest Olympic and 
Paralympic venue outside the Olympic 
Park itself and is hosting 34 events 
in nine sports during the London 
Olympic and Paralympic Games. This 
includes the equestrian events and 
modern pentathlon at Greenwich 
Park, gymnastics and the basketball 
finals at the Greenwich Arena and the 
shooting events at Woolwich Barracks.

THE Blackheath and 
Greenwich Group of Amnesty 
International is holding its 
annual fund-raising book 
sale on Saturday, November 
19, at the Church of the 
Ascension, Dartmouth Row, 
Greenwich, from 10am. 

The local group has collected 
thousands of books from 
a variety of sources, 


including publishers and 
book reviewers as well as 
individual donors. The 
quality of books - many of 
which are brand new - is 
exceptionally high, and there 
will be plenty of bargains to 
be found, from second-hand 
paperbacks to review copies 
of recently-published novels. 
The book sale - now in its 


37th year - is established 
as Amnesty International’s 
most successful local 
fundraising event in the UK, 
raising over £200,000 over 
the years. Amnesty works 
worldwide for the release of 
prisoners of conscience, fair 
trials for political prisoners 
and an end to torture, 
extrajudicial executions, 


disappearances and the death 
penalty. The Blackheath 
and Greenwich group has 
campaigned on Human 
Rights in China and stopping 
violence against women and 
meets at 8pm on the second 
Tuesday of each month at 
St. Margaret’s Church, Lee 
Terrace, Blackheath.

Greenwich children help to design Olympic equestrian fence 


ONE of the 40 jumps 
in next year’s Olympic 
Equestrian cross country 
course will be dedicated 
to Greenwich - and 
Greenwich schoolchildren 
have helped to design it. 

The children showed off 
their design ideas to Seb 
Coe, chair of the London 
2012 Organising Committee 
(LOCOG), Greenwich Council 
Chris Roberts and Mayor of 
Greenwich Jim Gillman. 

And all three were delighted 
with the results. Cllr Roberts 
told GT: “When it was 
announced that Greenwich 
Park would host the cross 
country event we asked 
LOCOG if there could be a 
Greenwich jump and if it 
could be designed by our 
children, so I’m really happy 
so many have taken part in 
this competition and we’ve 
had so many fantastic design 
ideas submitted. 

“The images from this event 


will be some of the most 
memorable of the Games, 
watched by billions around the 
world, and they will see and 
remember a jump designed by 
Greenwich school children.” 

The schools going forward 
to work with Ravensbourne 
on the project are Alderwood, 
Invicta and Timbercroft 
primary schools and The 
John Roan secondary school. 
Their five design ideas are 
the Thames Barrier, Old 
Royal Naval College, Royal 
Observatory, The 02 and 
Cutty Sark. 

The area around the jumps, 
known as the jump zones, will 
be themed using national or 
London landmarks. 

After attending a workshop 
in June, 117 designs were sent 
in from 19 schools across the 
borough. Nightingale, the 
first school to join LOCOG’s 
Get Set Network, worked on 
a joint design idea using the 
Thames Barrier. 


Aminata, aged nine, said: 
“I went to the test event with 
my school and remember the 
horses jumping. They had to 
go so high.” 

Ten-year-old Reece Page from 
Wyborne said: “We looked at 
pictures on the internet to 
get ideas and going to the test 
event was brilliant. I found a 
picture of the Queen’s House 
and wanted to use that. I’d be 
really proud if I saw my design 
on TV. I’d be shouting at my 
mum to come and look at it.” 

Seb Coe said: “It’s a pleasure 
to be part of the judging panel. 
I would like to congratulate 
Greenwich for being the first 
borough to get 100 per cent of 
their maintained schools to 
join our Get Set network. 

“As a result, these schools 
were offered tickets to the 
Greenwich Park test events 
and many got to see the 
cross country course. They 
have obviously been inspired 
by this opportunity and I 


look forward to seeing the 
children’s winning ideas 
incorporated into the course 
for next year.” 

He told the children that 
about four billion people from 
around the world would be 
watching the event next year, 
before presenting them with 
their certificates for taking 
part. 

A judging panel selected 
the final five winning 
design ideas. Lord Coe, Cllr 
Roberts, Layton Reid, Course 
Leader for Interior Design, 
Environment & Architecture 
at Ravensbourne and Freya 
Miller, Chair of the Greenwich 
Young People’s Council made 
up the panel. 

The young artists whose 
work was chosen will get a 
fantastic opportunity to work 
with architectural students 
at Ravensbourne, one of the 
world’s leading digital media 
and design colleges located 
next to The 02.

GREENWICH’S listing as one of 
the top ten global destinations for 
2012 could boost the local economy 
by creating new jobs and business 
opportunities for local people. 

Greenwich was the only place in the UK 
to make the shortlist of the world’s top 
spots which were published by the travel 
guide Frommer’s last week. 

Tourism is already worth £774 million 
to the local economy and is a major 
source of employment providing 8,000 
jobs locally. 

The top 10 billing looks set to bring more 
employment to the area. The achievement 
reflects what will be a unique year for 
Greenwich and it’s hoped it will help to 
attract even more visitors to the borough 
next year. 

Businesses that are already gearing up 
for an increase in trade thanks to visitors 
for the London Olympic and Paralympic 
Games, have warmly welcomed the travel 
guide’s endorsement. 

Clive Barker, president of the South 
East London Chamber of Commerce, 
said: “We are already expecting business 
to boom in 2012, and this endorsement 
for Greenwich from Frommer’s is yet 
another confirmation that we will have 
an unprecedented year of trading.” 

Dr Kevin Fewster, Chair of the Maritime 
Greenwich World Heritage Site executive 
group, welcomed the recognition from 
Frommer’s. 

He said: “This is a great accolade which 
recognises the many attractions that 
Greenwich has to offer, as well as our 
magnificent world heritage site setting. 
It is particularly appropriate in light of 
the exciting times ahead in 2012 when 
Greenwich becomes a Royal Borough 
and Greenwich Park hosts the Olympic 
equestrian and modern pentathlon 
events. 2012 will also see the re-opening 
of the Cutty Sark and the launch of the 
National Maritime Museum’s programme 
of blockbuster exhibitions, starting with 
‘Royal River’ in April.”

A high-profile programme 
of cultural activities 
will take place throughout 
the year, with local 
schools, arts groups and 
community organisations 
playing a key role. And 
the council is appealing 
for artists and performers 
who would like to take 
part. 

Cllr John Fahy, 
Greenwich Council’s 
cabinet member for 
culture and Olympics, 
said: “Greenwich is 

delighted to be the first 
London borough to see 
the Olympic Flame and 
witness the fantastic 
spectacle of the Olympic 
Torch Relay. It will 
provide a unique chance 
for Greenwich residents to 
share in the excitement of 
the Olympic spirit - to mark 
the countdown to the start 
of the 2012 Games. It will 
also be an opportunity to 


support those courageous 
Torchbearers who have 
been chosen to run with 
the Olympic Flame. I

inspirational Torchbearers 
chosen to carry the Olympic 
Flame as we count down 
to the start of the Olympic 
Games.”

A cultural 
festival is set to animate 
the borough’s streets and 
open spaces, attracting 
thousands more visitors 
before, during and after 
the Games.

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A new blueprint 

Fashion store makes a fresh start after riots

IT was one of the worst 
hit businesses in the 
August disorder, but now 
Woolwich’s Blue Inc is 
well and truly back in 
business after moving to 
new premises. 

The clothes shop reopened 
three weeks ago just a few 
doors down from its old base 
on Powis Street. 

And business is booming, 
says the store’s assistant 
manager, Mehmet Alptekin. 

“Takings have been even 
better than this time last 
year, so it looks like the 
high street is getting back to 
normal,” he told GT. 

The shop was looted and 
torched by arsonists on 
August 8 when Woolwich 
was faced with the same 
scenes of criminality and 
violence as the rest of the 
capital. 

But since that day, local 
businesses and the council 
have been working hard to 
reverse the impact of the 
damage. 

Twenty-two-year-old 
Mehmet was appalled by 
the scenes that led to the 
destruction of the original 
shop. 

He said: “I had been working 
there for four years so when 
I saw photos of the fire it 
started to sink in what had 
happened and how it was 
going to impact us. 

“But from the start it was 
clear that our head office 
wanted to stay in Woolwich.” 

The new shop is bigger than 
the old one, which has allowed 
the entrepreneurial owners 
to branch out into a women’s 


range. 

Twenty-year-old shop 

assistant Hulya Oguz added: 
“The new shop is even better 
than the old one - there’s 
more space, more variety 
and it’s great to have the new 
women’s section.” 

In staying in Woolwich, Blue 
Inc was able to hold on to all 
its staff and they were able 
to return to Powis Street, a 
matter of weeks after the 
original shop floor was looted 
and gutted by fire. 


Customer Ken Omoregie 
said: “I’m very glad Blue Inc 
has reopened. The new shop 
is really nice - much bigger 
and it’s got all the latest gear.” 

The clothes outlet was able to 
open its doors in time to be part 
of Greenwich Council’s Back 
to Woolwich Business Week, 
which saw small independent 
businesses working alongside 
local branches of national 
names in a bid to bring in the 
customers. 

Cllr Denise Hyland, cabinet 
member for regeneration, 
enterprise and skills said: “Blue 
Inc has recovered from the 


terrible scenes of arson in 
impressively fast time. It’s 
fantastic that they took the 
opportunity to stay in Powis 
Street and will no doubt add to 
the vibrancy of the High Street 
in the future. 

“I’m proud of the way 
Woolwich as a whole has 
bounced back from the damage 
caused by the disorder. 

“Schemes like the High Street 
Recovery Fund and Back to 
Business Week have helped 
communities affected. Local 
businesses have Greenwich 
council’s continued support in 
the recovery process.”

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SCHOOLCHILDREN got a real taste of what 
their grandparents went through during the 
blitz of the Second World War, writes Dick 
Townsend-Smith. 

Pupils from Haimo Primary School in Eltham 
took it in turns to experience life in a cramped 
Anderson shelter during the blackout, at the 
Firepower museum in Woolwich, as German 
bombs rained down. 

The visit was hosted by Firepower education 
officer Steve Hookins, who was dressed as a 
air raid warden. He said: “We were trying to 
give them an idea of what people in the local 
area went through every night for two-and-a- 
half months. We told them about the civilian 
defence force, showed them a film, and put 
them in an Anderson shelter by candlelight, 
while playing a soundtrack of an air raid 
going on.” 

Teacher Tracey Cardigan added: “The 
children absolutely loved it. They had done 
work on Anderson shelters, and getting into 
one made it all more real - they thought they 
were much larger than they actually are. 

“Steve told them all about how the war 
started, and they tried on different army 
uniforms from both the war and now. The 
children voted it the best trip they had ever 
been on.”

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Did you know the Charlton 
hero who died on D-Day?

AN appeal has been launched 
to find the relatives of a 
Charlton war hero who lost his 
life on D-Day in 1944. 

Leonard G Welsh was among a 
13-man crew who perished on 
board LCT 427, a landing craft 
which sank more than a half a 
century ago in the Solent. 
Tragically, the boat was just 
four miles from home, having 
successfully dodged the bullets, 
shrapnel and bombs while 
offloading tanks on the other side 
of the Channel. 

Only one body was recovered 
from the wreck. The remaining 12 
were officially listed as missing 
presumed dead. 

Leonard, who was just 24 years old 
when he died, was a private and 
a mechanic. The boat sunk in a 
collision with a British battleship 
on the way back from the landings 
on June 6 1944. 

In the face of so much sacrifice, 
the men became forgotten heroes. 
But now the British Sub-Aqua 
Club - which uncovered the wreck 
wants to highlight their role on 
one of the most important days in 
history. 

Alison Mayor led the team of 
divers and is keen to ensure 
that these men risked their 
lives transporting equipment to 
Normandy will never be forgotten. 
She said: “The wreck site is 
much more than an important 
historical site, it is the final 
resting place of 12 brave men who

AN artist who loves 
k B B a nothing more than 
◄ messing about on the 
river has a new body 
of work on display in 
Greenwich town centre. 

Steve Chantrell is a keen sailor 
and a member of Greenwich 
Yacht Club, so it’s perhaps 
no surprise that many of his 
paintings have a nautical bent. 
“I’m on the river a lot of the 
time and it is a great source of 
inspiration,” he said. “A lot of my 
paintings are about the local area. 
“The tidal Thames is what I’m 
most interested in. The Dome also 
features quite often.” 

Embracing the changing 
landscape of the river is 
something that Steve’s idols in 
the Modernist movement would 
surely have approved. 

“The big influences for me are 
Henri Matisse and the Colourists,” 
he said. 

“I’m into expressionism, and the 
post-expressionists like Gauguin. 
“It’s odd to think that the 
movement is 100 years old, but 
Cezanne and Matisse are still very 
modern. 

“I’m sure they would have been 
interested in painting things like 
the Dome - it’s a awkward thing 
to paint with all those spikes, but 
any structure with a powerful 
image would have interested 
them.” 

His exhibition is on at the Tourist 
Information Centre in the grounds 
of the Old Royal Naval College 
for the whole of November. The 


subjects are a mixture of the 
ancient and the modern. 

“In this one [View from 
Greenwich Park] you’ve got the 
park, you’ve got the naval college 
and you’ve also got the Gherkin 
and Canary Wharf. It’s inevitable 
that I would be a mixture of the 
old and the new because I’m also 
interested in duration. 

“What’s interesting about 
painting is the freedom it can 
express. You can have the past, 
the present and the future in 
one go. The Dome is the present, 
the naval college is the past and 
the painter’s reaction to it - the 
emotion, comes out in the colour 
and the light.” 

Steve’s favoured medium is 
watercolour, though a couple of 
the 25 pieces on display are oil 
paintings.

# STAND-UP comedians are 
not short on courage. With 
no props to hide behind, 
they must engage with 
their audience, deliver 
with aplomb and close with panache. 

All of which Shappi Khorsandi seemed 
to forget on the latest leg of her UK 
tour, My Brother and Me in our Pants, 
Holding Hands, at the Blackheath Halls. 
We were shown two different women and 
frankly, both of them fell flat. 

Playing to a disappointingly low 
turnout, Shappi divided her show 
into two, unequal parts with the raw, 
inexperienced, “Bad Shappi” up first. 

“I can’t afford a support act so I do 
it myself,” she whined. The warmer, 
professional, “Good Shappi” came later. 
It didn’t start well. “Hello Blackheath” 
is as unoriginal as first lines come. Her 
material was limited to working the 
front row. Unfortunately for Shappi, 
there was little to work with: an elderly 
couple, a family of farmers and an 
Iranian family reluctantly moved up to 
front, while telling their daughter that 


“GCSEs don’t really matter”. Sadly, 
her interactions lacked sparkle, her 
delivery was disjointed and it was only 
her charisma that got us through to the 
break, barely thirty minutes through. 
Refreshed from our drinks, we returned 
ever hopeful, eager to re-discover the 
talented comedienne who hosts her own 
show (Shappi Talk on Radio 4) and who 
has penned a new novel, A Beginners 
Guide to Acting English. Shappi’s at her 
best when she speaks from the heart: the 
death threats to her father stating that 
the children will not be harmed - “How 
sweet is that?”; the divorce from her 
partner - “I’ve forgotten how to date,” 
and the rearing of a toddler whom, she 
rages, “simply can’t colour neatly”. 
Ultimately however, she was poor, no 
amount of personality could disguise the 
flaws.

“They operate to see if 
there’s anything they can do 
with your spinal cord. Either 
way, there’s a long period of 
rehab. A catastrophic injury is 
life-changing.” 

Andy started playing for fun 
in January, 1998. “Then it got 
a bit more serious. I played for 
the London Wheelchair Rug- 
by Club and still do,” he said. 
“Someone asked me to have a 
go for the GB team. I did okay 
but just missed out on the Syd- 
ney Paralympics. I’ve been a 
member of every squad since 
then. 

“It’s a great sport and ena- 
bled me to do a lot of stuff. I’ve 
been round the world playing 
and I’ve had a great time do- 
ing it. It’s a job as well. I’m 
very proud to have represent- 
ed my country. We’re funded 
by UK Sport and I’m lucky to 
be a full-time athlete. I’m very 
aware that we’re funded with 
taxpayers’ money and as such 
I believe we should be account- 
able.” 

Being captain has had its 
extra responsibilities. Andy 
said: “It is much more of an 
off-court thing, balancing the 
team, including the egos in the 
team. We haven’t got a Balotel- 
li, but it’s still not easy to build 
the trust you need to form a 
winning culture! It’s easy to 
get a good team, but one that 
can go on and win medals is a 
different matter. 

“We’ve won gold at the Euro 
Championships three times 
and were fourth at Worlds 


and Paralympics. However, 
we haven’t got a medal on the 
world stage yet, which is our 
biggest bugbear. Top oppo- 
nents in 2012 will be the USA. 
They are the best team in the 
world hands down and have 
been for 20 years.” 

Next best are Australia, who 
also have the best player in the 
world “by a mile”. His name is 
Ryley Batt and Andy calls him 
a phenomenon: “He’s missing 
both legs well above the knee 
and his hands are only partial- 
ly formed, but crucially, he can 
use his whole trunk and torso, 
making him very fast and very 
agile. 

“Our current world ranking 
is fifth but we’re confident we 
can get a medal in London. 
We’ve just got hold of a lad 
called Aaron Phipps, who’s a 
class 3.5 and will be one of our 
players to watch.” 

In Greenwich we’ll also have 
our eyes on Andy and cheer- 
ing him on. In fact, you can 
get involved straight away 
by following him on Twitter

rrow2012 and a forthcoming 
blog at GT. 

Andy’s life will change again 
next year when he and Alison 
get married after the Games, 
in December. He could also be 
thinking of what to do when 
his sporting days are over, 
maybe working with young 
disabled athletes in Green- 
wich and doing some motiva- 
tional speaking. 

He should be good at that.

OLYMPIC hopeful Zoe Smith got a lift of 
a different kind when she was made-up 
ahead of the British Olympic Ball. 

The 17-year-old weightlifting sensation 
hasn’t forgotten her roots - she was 
filmed by the BBC as she got made-up 
at Woolwich salon Beyond the Fringe 
before the bash attended by Sir Steve 
Redgrave and HRH Princess Anne.

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Planning for

world stage 


That s Andy!

ANDY Barrow wouldn’t change a 
thing - even if he could. 

Fifteen years ago, aged 17, he broke his 
neck playing rugby for Charlton Park 
RFC, leaving him paralysed from the 
chest down with limited use of his hands. 

It was this “catastrophic injury” that 
led him to play for the Great Britain 
wheelchair rugby team at the last two 
Paralympic Games, including captaining 
the side in Beijing three years ago. 

Andy, who lives in Lee with his fiancee 
Alison - a volunteer 2012 Games Maker 
herself - told GT: “I firmly believe in life 
that you play the hand you’re dealt, and 
I wouldn’t take it back. If someone had 
come to me the night before I was injured 
and said: ‘Look, you’re going to break 
your neck tomorrow, it’s going to be bad 
but it will lead to all these things hap- 
pening in your life’, I don’t think I would 
have changed it. 

“You know, I am comfortable with my 
disability and I’m happy with my life.” 

That happiness - built on a determina- 
tion that Andy doesn’t even hint at in 
conversation - will be trebled if, as ex- 
pected, he makes the GB team to play in 
front of a 12,000 crowd at the Basketball 
Arena in Olympic Park. 

“The Paralympics are amazing and I’m 
always telling people how fantastic they 
are going to be next year in our home 
city,” he said. “It will be a massive hon- 
our for the 300 people in Team GB. 

“There will be a squad of up to twelve in 


the wheelchair rugby team and I like to 
think I will be in it. But it’s by no means 
certain. You just have to keep playing 
and training well.” 

Matches are played on a basketball 
court and wheelchair rugby players are 
classified according to functionality 
from 0.5 (having the least function) to 3.5 
(having the most). Teams of four players 
can have a maximum of eight points. 

“I’m a 2.0 player,” said Andy, 32, “so 
there could be four at my level. We have 
rolling substitutions so it’s quite tactical, 
using different players at different times 
in the match.” 

The twelve-man GB squad won’t be 
picked until well into next year, but sil- 
ver medals from the recent European 
championships in Switzerland suggest 
the squad is unlikely to see great chang- 
es. “I wanted to get gold but we were hap- 
py with silver,” said Andy. “We blooded 
a few new players, which is important. 
We’ve won gold in Europe in the past but 
badly want to win medals on the world 
stage. 

“I was captain between 2005 and 2010, 
including Beijing, but now I’m concen- 
trating on my own game. As it is, I’ve 
been to two Paralympic Games, five Eu- 
ropean Championships and three World 
Championships, an unbroken run since 
2002 .” 

Andy first heard about wheelchair rug- 
by after going through extensive rehab 
at the Royal National Orthopaedic Hos- 
pital in Stanmore.
